The 
Japaiieso are becoming quite civilized in 
the way of triuft, «ind are ready to purchase 
io any >.xUi>* - lirie ; hwi I am rather in- 
clined lu 'h .n..i»''ilmt there are but few 
sellers on theii iis, aw. nninber of wliich 
is not likely to ii/creaso rapidly. 

Tlia Aiuericaii Iioiisgs here aro literally 
doing iii/tliiug. iMicawber-like, they are 
waiting fur sometliing to turn up. Mr. Mar- 
lindale has turned butcher, and is making 
money. A good practical butcher end bis- 
cuit baker would do well here.

The trade with Japan is of too im- 
portant a character to lose, ller climate is 
too salubrious to tiivc up as a naval station 
Ibi salutary purposes.

Oil the whole, the Japanese relations with 
the foreign resiileiits is not satisfactory. A

natives like the inlerieriMice or not ; and ihe [ 
laws of the c iuiitry are d.iily si!l lU nauglil 
by tlieni. Such conduct can only result i 
disastrously to eornnierco and the Iriendly 
relations at present existing between the 
powers.

Registration of Voters. 

With the piissiigo of the ainendcr, or 
"Annual Registration of Voters' Acl, 18(iO,'' 
■we hud presuit.ed that no furlher iiUL-slioii 
would iiriso til call out public clisciissioii re- 
■spectiiiK '-In.' fortiialicii of lisl-^ of votnr,s. In 
tlii.s iniillcr, liuwt?ver, we were tiiist.Tkaii. 
Moreover, as inallcrs now slatul, Itio rt'gis- 
nation is iii/a'ul, — and a new Act "ill be 
required to cieato a list of voters for 1861. 

Ttie. first s-tep towatds framing lists of 
Tolers for 1861, and in all aucceeiiing years, 
w u.ndet suction 2, " Annual Kegistration 
Act, I860," which reqjires Uie Sheriff to 
publish a iiotioe on the first of January, call- 
ing upon libltuailts to vote, to aeml in their 
claims. Under section 2, " ReHi^faiion Ai-t 
1859," lonrleeii days are alliiwcd in which 
to send in claims, after which claims can 
be no longer recorded. The Sherilf accord- 
ingly has given the iiatice at the proper 
time, bat left llie lists open till iho 2jlh Jan- 
uary ; ill fact that dale is stated in the Sher- 
ifl's notice. Thus it will be poroeived that 
a serious error has occurred by allowing' 
eleven days more than the law direct-* under 
sec. 2, " Registration Voters' Act, 1859,'' iiiid 
section 2, "Annual Registration Acl," I8L)0 
The natural consequence is that the lists 
which hare been framed are invalid, and 
invalid siinply from non-compliance with 
the law. 

There are other reasons, however, which 
tend still more to their want of validity, 
The"Annual Registration Voters' Act.. IStiO,'' 
in section 3, authori^jes and enjoins the 
Sheriff to publish the liMs of voters on tlie 
28th January. After the e.\pir;iii.in ol ih.- 
fourteen days' notice, there woahl be f mrlecn 
days in which to framt; lists before tin; ihiy 
[28th Jan.] on which they wore to be pub- 
lished. Here another error h;is crept in. 
The licits of all ne\r claimants were pub- 
lished on February Isl ; but the lists of 
claimants fiom 1859 were not published till 
Feb. 4." Thus, admiUing mat tlie one weeK 
allowed under section 3, " Registration Act, 
1859," to make up lists for publication, com- 
menced on Jan. 25, the publication was wA 
made in iha time prescribed by law ; for the 
new portions of tiiu Ii~ls were pnbli:.hed on 
Feb. Isl, and the old porliun on Feb. 1th. 
The latter, then, was not piiblisht' 1 wiilmi 
the legal time, which, fur ari,'uin(Mit wo 
assume to be correct. It was ih'.' wlii.lu 
lists— not a part— winch were to be pub- 
lished; coiisecjueiill v , on tlii.s j^iauml, ll:e 
lists may bo invalid.itod. The truth is, 
however, that thu one week undef the 
" Regislration Acl, 1«59'' was extended to 
fourteen days under the " Annnal R"i,'i3tra- 
tion Voters' Act, ISiiO," and the e.vpiiation 
©f the latter period was fixed on Jan. 28th. 
The object of extension of lime was to allow 
the outer districts opportunity to send in 
their claims, which was too short, particu- 
larly ia the case of Salt Sprin!; Island dis- 
trict. The misappreliensiDii of the Sherill 
as to the reiiuireinenli of the bw — ami we 
fully exonerate him from any iiit'-ntional 
misapproliension— haw (endcred iiu-iUory all 
that has been done towardi rL^^^istiaiion. 
No other coursu is open, except a new Act, 
in order to fra.n'! lists nf vuiers fur IS''.!. In 
succeeding' year.s ihi! iiii-seiit iniprrli-rl Acl.s 
on tlie suliji'i't illiiy in; iicU^l npuu.
